Thero cannot be a greater error than 
Ui 1m 3 frequently changing ono’s busi¬ 
ness. If any man will look around and 
notice, who have not, out of those he 
started in life with, ho will find that the 
successful have generally stuck to some 
one pursuit. 

Two lawyers, for example, begin to 

f irnctice nt tlie samo time. One devotes 
lis whole time to his profession ; lay* in 
slowly a stock of legal learning, nml waits 
patiently, it may be for years, till he 
gains an opportunity to show liis supe¬ 
riority. Tlie other, at tiring such alow 
work, dashes into politios. Generally at 
the end of twenty years, the latter will 
not be worth a penny, while the former 
will have a handsome practice, nnd count 
his tens of thousands in bank stock or 
mortage. 

Two clerks attain majority simulta¬ 
neously. One remains with his former 
employers, or at least in the same line of 
trade, nt first on n small salary, then on 
a larger, until finally, if ho is meritori¬ 
ous, he is taken into partnership.

But in most cases the name restless, 
discontented nnd speculative spirit which 
carried him away nt first, renders contin¬ 
uous application at any one place irk¬ 
some to him, nnd so ho goes wandering 
about the world, a sort of semi civilized 
Arab, really a vagrant in character, and 
sure to dio insolvent. Meantime his 
fellow-apprentice, who lias stayed nt > 
home, practicing economy und working' 
steadily at his trade, lias grown comfort¬ 
able in his circumstances, and is even, 
perhaps, a citizen of mnrk. 

Thoro are men of ability in every walk 
of life, who are notorious for never get 
ting along. Usually it is because they 
never stick to any one business. Just 
when they havo mastered one pursuit, 
and are on the point of making money, 
they chnnge it for another which they ao 
not understand, and in a littlo wliilo wlmt 
little they are worth is lost forever. We 
know scores of such persous. Go where 
you will, you will generally find that tlie 
men who havo failed iu life aro those 
who never stuck to ®no thing long. On 
the other hand your prosperous man, 
nine out of ton, has always stuck to one 
pursuit.

' which in this ease is tho leaves of the 
beet root there grown extensively for 
migar, is moistened with a solution of 
hydroclilorio acid and allowed to drain 
for two or three days, during which time 
tho pits are dug two or three feet deep. 
In tjiese pits the wilted fodder is beaten 
down", that air may be excluded, and 
eloielv packed with earth. The fodder 
is taken out uftor a lnpso of some months 
perfectly fresh, and When fed to milch 
cows is said to improve their condition 
and yield nn improved qn.ilitv of but¬ 
ter. One pound and a half of acid is 
added fo mitlieicnt water to moisten 
thoroughly one hundred pounds of fod- 
der. The method is applicable to corn- 
fodder. clover, or the pulp of beet-root 
used for sugar.

A set of resolutions from the Council of 
Congregational Churches of the United 
Stoics, held at Obcrlin, Ohio, approving 
the Treaty of Washington, and asking 
Congress to take measures for tho estab¬ 
lishment of a genera! system of inter¬ 
national arbitration was received.

Westmoreland Uonnty, tlie birthptaoo 
ot Washington, Madison, Monroe, and 
Mnrslialt, called "the Athens of Virgi¬ 
nia," was the most polite nnd wealthy 
region of Virgitm when Thomas Jcfler- 
snn was a young lawyer. In thirty Tear* 
it became waste nnd desolate. A picket- 
guard, in 18111, posted on the Fotomnc 
to wntch for the expetted British fleet, 
were seeking onodny a place toeneamn, 
when they earae upon an old churuh the 
condition of which revealed nt once the 
completeness and the recontness of the 
mtn. It .food in a lonely doll, when 
the silence wne broken only by thebreege 
whispering through the pities nml cedars 
and dense shrubbery that closed the en¬ 
trance. Huge oaks standing near the 
walls enveloped the roof with their long, 
interlacing branches. The doors nil 
stood wids open ; tlie windows were tiro 
ken ; the roof was rotten nnd had partly 
fallen in ; nnd a giant pine, uprooted by 
a tempest, was lying ngnimt the front, 
choking tip the * principal door. The 
churchyard, which was extensive, and

of which, though they boro names once 
liolil in honor throughout Virginia, were 
Broken to pieces or prostrate, with bram¬ 
bles and woods growing thick and tangled 
between jhem every where.

The few inhabitants of the vicinity— 
white trash—held tiie old church and its 
wilderness of graves in dread, and scarce¬ 
ly dared enter the tangled dell iu which 
they trctc. It wa« nnly the rUl’UWay 
slave, overcome by a greater terror, fly¬ 
ing from a being more awful that any 
ghost—savage man—that ventured to go 
into the church itself, and crouch among 
the broken pews .—James Parian.
